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Pope ‘ Ftoly Year Officially Proclaimed 


POPE PIUS XII promulgated a Bull last May officially announcing 
opening of the Holy Year of 1950, to begin on Christmas Eve, 1949, 
to end on Christmas Eve, 1950. 


The object of a Holy Year is to bring pilgrims to Rome where the 
can gain special indulgences not available elsewhere. According to the Popes 
Bull, the following conditions must be met by the pilgrims who go to Rome 
in order to gain the Jubilee indulgences: 

“During this year of expiation, to all the faithful who duly confess their sins ig 

the Sacrament of Penance, who receive Holy Communion and visit once on that 

day, or on different days, in the order of their choice the basilicas of St. Johy 
, Lateran, St. Peter’s in the Vatican, St. Paul’s on the Ostian Way, and St. Mary 
Major on the Esquiline, and recite in each basilica three times the ‘Our Father, 
‘Hail Mary’ and ‘Glory be to the Father,’ and as well one ‘Our Father,’ ‘Hail 


Mary,’ and ‘Glory be to the Father,’ for our intentions, and will add in each 


basilica a ‘Credo,’ We grant and bestow in the Lord the full indulgence _ 

pardon of all punishment due for sins.”’ 

Here we have the traditional false teaching of the Roman Catholic Church 
that “pardon of all punishment due for sins,” can be had by visits to certain 
churches in Rome and other conditions laid down by the Pope. But this is 
not the Christian way in which sins are forgiven. The Scriptures tell us that 


“the blood of Jesus Christ cleanseth from all sin.” When God forgives sins, } 


He forgives completely, and leaves no punishment over to be pardoned by 
the will of a man for visits to certain churches, 


To the true Christian, 1949 is as holy as 1950. Every day of every yeat 
he lives in union with his Lord and Saviour, not just on special days or years 
proclaimed by the head of any church. Paul laments (Gal. 4:9-11) how some 
even then had turned back to the observation of days and years.

replied in very dignified but strong 
language to the shocking and unfounded 
accusations made against her by Cardinal 
Spellman of New York last July 21. 

We were glad to note that Mrs. Roose- 
yelt reminded Cardinal Spellman that this 
country was settled mostly by Protestants, 
and it was the Protestants who established 
our democratic form of government. She 
told the Cardinal: 


“In the early days in this country there 
were rather few Roman Catholic settle- 
ments. The majority of the people coming 
here were Protestants, and not very toler- 
ant, but they believed that in establishing 
a democratic form of government it was 
essential that there be free education for 
as large a number of people as possible, so 
there was a movement to create free public 
schools for all children who wished to at- 
- tend them. Nothing was said about pri- 
vate schools.” 


Mrs. Roosevelt was also courageous 
enough to remind Cardinal Spellman that 
there was nothing wrong in what she had 
written about Cardinal Mindszenty. She re- 
minded Cardinal Spellman that behind the 
atrest and imprisonment of Cardinal Mind- 
genty there was the old evil of the Cath- 
dlic Church controlling great areas of land, 
which impoverished the poor peasant 
Gtholic people. Here is what she told 
Grdinal Spellman: 

“You speak of the Mindszenty case. I 

spoke out very clearly against any un- 

fair type of trial and anything any- 
where in any country which might 
seem like an attack on an individual 
because of his religious beliefs. I can- 
not, however, say that in European 
countries the control by the Roman 

Catholic Church of great areas of land 

has always led to happiness for the 

people of those countries.” 

The controversy between Mrs. Roosevelt 
md the Cardinal highlighted the vital 
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question of separation of Church and State 
and showed up the intensely aggressive 
plan of campaign of the Roman Catholic 
Church to break down that wall of separa- 
tion. 


Cardinal Spellman’s part in the contro- 
versy did not in any way enhance either 
himself or the Roman Catholic Church in 
the eyes of the American people. 


A ‘compromise was finally reached be- 
tween the Cardinal and Mrs. Roosevelt, and 
on August 19, the reconciliation was com- 
pleted when the Cardinal dropped in for 
tea with Mrs. Roosevelt at her home in 
Hyde Park.

[YEAR AFTER YEAR this magazine has published incontrovertible facts and figures 
to prove beyond doubt that Protestants in Spain are denied religious freedom and 
treated as mere “second-class citizens.”

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PAIN is the second largest coun- 
try of Europe—about three- 
quarters the size of Texas. Its 

pulation, claimed to be mostly Roman 
Catholic, is about 28,000,000, living in 
some 97,000 cities, towns and hamlets. 


A FASCIST DICTATORSHIP 


Although I went to Spain as a minister 
of the Gospel and not for any political 
purpose, I could not escape the evidence I 
saw everywhere in Spain of the Fascist dic- 
tatorship of General Franco and his Fa- 
lange party which enforces it. In Tarrasa 
saw a sign that read: “The Falange lies 
in ambush for . . .!” Everywhere the peo- 
ple dread the rule of the Falange. Every- 
where signs proclaim the slogan: “We 
want Franco, not Communism.” 


Although Catholic propaganda tries to 
prove that Spain is 98% Roman Catho- 
lic, I could easily perceive from my con- 
versation with all classes of people—rich 
md poor, educated and uneducated, God- 
fearing and God-hating—that the Pope- 
gponsored Franco regime is universally 
wegarded with bitterness and disgust. His 
fegime is kept in power only by armed 
force and the fear of Communism in-

cessantly preached by she Roman Catho- 
lic hierarchy. The entire country seems 
to be in an extreme state of unrest; even 
the police are panicky. Foreigners must 
report to them any change of address, 
even within the same city. My impres- 
sion was that the masses of the Spanish 
people are seething with a desire again 
for violence against their oppressors, 
both in church and state. 

There is much hunger in Spain, and 
the black market is the generally recog- 
nized way of transacting business. Graft 
is rampant. The honest people work, 





sweat, and go hungry while a large per- 
centage of the country’s wealth is spent 
on pleasures and luxuries by a few. A 
factory girl in Tarrasa told me that she 
had to work not less than 40 hours to 
earn 75 pesetas ($3.00). Skilled workers 
average about 200 pesetas ($8.00) a 
week.

ARE PROTESTANTS PERSECUTED? 
From my first-hand experience my an- 
$Swer is an emphatic “yes.” Protestant 
pastors are beaten and imprisoned. Their 
chapels are wrecked or closed, the be- 
lievers arrested, and released after being 
warned not to gather for worship again 
under penalty of fine or imprisonment. 
I myself, with 18 other Protestant peo- 
ple, was brought to the police station of 
Villanueva y Geltru under guard of 
ammed policemen. “Are we under ar- 
test?” we asked. The answer was “No.” 
Again we inquired, “Are we free?” and 
the sharp answer was “No, you are not 
free.” After being questioned by the 
Chief of Police, our brethren were 
charged with “treason to Spain” by the 
Mayor and dismissed with a warning not 
to gather again for Protestant worship.

Protestant children are turned away 
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from the schools if they refuse to attend 
mass and subject themselves to Roman 
Catholic teachings. Protestant couples 
are denied legal marriage if either of 
them was baptized in infancy by a priest, 
unless they get married in a Roman Cath- 
olic Church. All Protestant publications 
are banned. Agents of the Roman Catho- 
lic hierarchy keep control of the actions, 
words, and even thoughts of the people 
in all walks of life. 


HOW MANY PROTESTANT CHURCHES 
IN SPAIN? 


Before Franco came to power, there 
were about 166 Protestant churches in 
Spain. Most of them are closed today. 
Our Spanish Christian Mission has been 
able to organize six chapels since 1945. 
Our membership does not exceed 10,000. 
The law allows Protestants to worship 
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only in private, and no sign can be 
placed on the outside of any chapel to 
indicate that it is a place of Protestant 
worship.

HE MOST FAR-REACHING 

claim of the Roman Catholic 
Church is that its priests have the 
actual power of forgiving sins. This 
claim is based on verses 22-23 of the 
20th chapter of St. John’s Gospel: 
“Whose soever sins ye remit, they are 
remitted unto them; and whose soever 
sins ye retain, they are retained.” The 
Catholic version says: “Whose sins 
you shall forgive, they are forgiven, 
and whose sins you shall retain, they 
are retained.” 


This is one of what Catholic apolo- 
gists call “great Catholic texts,” 
which, they say, prove the power of 
their priests to forgive sins and the 
power of the pope to rule all Christian 
people. Protestants sometimes give an 
unsatisfactory answer to this question, 
which is simple enough if the text and 
its context are clearly explained. 


In the first place, it is well to note 
that Jesus Christ preceded this pro- 
nouncement by saying “as the Father 
hath sent me, even so I send you.” 
There is a similarity, therefore, be- 
tween the “mission” (sending) of 
Christ by His Father and the “mission” 
(sending) of the apostles by Christ. 
Yet we know that the office and work 
of these two missions were distinct. 
Christ was sent to save from sin by 
his death; the apostles were sent by 
him in turn, not to save, but to preach 
his Gospel of salvation and the remis- 
sion of sins. 


It is evident, therefore, that the 
apostles were not commissioned judi- 
cially to forgive sins. Even if they 
were, we know from the Gospel rec- 
ord of their acts that they never exer- 
cised any such power. 
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Secondly, the church of Rome dog 
not act upon this text literally, for if 
So, priests would have arbitrary powet 


‘to say to a penitent “I pardon you” of 


“I condemn you.” The Catholic 
Church teaches that a penitent in con 
fession must at least have “attrition” 
for his sins in order to benefit by the 
priest’s absolution. 

The real answer, however, is con 
tained in the fact that Jesus Christ at 
the time was commissioning his apos 
tles to go forth and preach his Gos 
of salvation to the whole world, “t 
repentance and remission of Sim 
should be preached in his name among 
all nations, beginning at Jerusalem’ 
(Luke 24:47). The apostles went 
forth and remitted sins, as Protestant 
ministers do today, not, however, by 
saying as all Catholic priests do im 
confession “Absolvo te” (“I pardon 
you”), but by preaching the Gospel of 
the forgiveness of sins by the sacrifice 
of Christ. The apostles and their su 
cessors were not sent, as Christ alone 
was sent by the Father, to die upon 4 
cross to forgive sins, but to preach the 
remission of sins to those who would 
accept his Gospel, and their retention 
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io those who would reject it. Christ, 


therefore, clearly instructed his apos- 
tles that, “whose soever sins ye are the 


i means of remitting by your preaching 
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of the Gospel, they will be remitted, 
and whose soever sins ye retain when 
this Gospel is rejected, they will be re- 
tained.”” For the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, while it is “the savour of life 
unto life’’ to some, is “the savour of 
death unto death” to others. 


Catholic apologists also point to 
the verse in Matthew 18:18: “What- 
soever ye shall bind on earth shall be 
bound also in heaven; and whatsoever 
ye shall loose on earth shall be loosed 
in heaven,” which is again repeated in 
Matthew 16:19, to Peter. They say 
that this proves that Christ gave all 
power on earth and in heaven exclu- 
sively to the popes of Rome and the 
ptiests of the Catholic church. 

But here again it must be noted, 
first, that this was said to all Christ’s 
disciples, including the women pres- 
ent. Again, this does not refer to bind- 
ing and loosing from sins against God, 
but to releasing Christians from bur- 
densome, non-Christian works, such as 
fasting, abstaining from meats, for- 
bidding to marry (which St. Paul calls 
“doctrines of devils” in I Tim. 4:1-3), 
and the binding them to what is salu- 
tary in faith and practice. Since all 
Christians belong to the “priesthood 
of believers,” laws for the maintenance 
of communal order are necessary 
among them and are sanctioned by 
God as agreed upon by them.

This has been dis- 
covered as a result of a three-year survey 
made by sociologist Judson T. Landis of 
Michigan State College, who found that 
14.1% of such mixed marriages go on the 
rocks compared to 5% of non-mixed mar- 
riages.

Of particular interest is Prof. Landis’ 
further discovery, as reported in the July 
issue of American Sociological Review, that 
three times as many mixed marriages break 
up when the mother is Protestant and the 
father Catholic as when the mother is Cath- 
olic and the father Protestant (20.6% com- 
pared to 6.7%). This may be explained by 
the well-known fact that it is the mother 
who generally determines the faith in which 
children are brought up. A Protestant fath- 
er yields easily to his Catholic wife who is 
under threat of severe penalties from her 
Church to carry out the signed pre-nuptial 
contracts. 


But when the mother is a believing Prot- 
estant, she will later regret having signed 
away the rights of her unborn children be- 
fore marriage, and insist on bringing them 
up Protestants. This causes conflict with the 
Catholic father who is aided and abetted by 
his priest.

Although the Bishops’ pastoral letter did 
not specifically urge the people to vote for 
the Christian Democratic Union, which ig 
the Catholic Party, it was obvious that 
their instructions to the people in church 
were meant to swing votes to the Chris 
tian Democratic Union in the elections for 
the new German republic. 


HE RESI- 
' DENCE of the 
. , Archbishop of New 
York on Madison 
Avenue and 50th 
Street, has long been known as the ‘Power 
House.’ Election of any one in New York 
City to high political office is usually de 
pendent upon the O.K. from the ‘Power 
House.’ 


Last June, Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jt 
was elected to Congress from the 20th 
New York District, but not without a 
least the silent consent of the Catholic 
Church headed by Cardinal Spellman. Ac 
cording to Drew Pearson’s column, Roose 
velt visited the Cardinal in the spring and 
the question of Roosevelt’s divorce was dit 
cussed. Roosevelt made it clear he did not 
want the divorce, but that his wife, the 
former Ethel DuPont, insisted on it. Cat 
dinal Spellman deplored the divorce, but 
according to Drew Pearson’s account, “ad- 
vised that if Mrs. Roosevelt, Jr. demanded 
it, then F.D.R., Jr. should refrain from 
marrying again.”

Reforma Tn: STITUTION being 
drawn up in Hungary 


POY two important changes 


in State-Church relations are expected 
to be made. 


One is the abolition of the old tra- 
ditional requirement that a person 
changing from one religion to another 
must inform the State authorities. 
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This requirement (aimed to make it 
difficult for a Roman Catholic to be- 
come a Protestant) is a relic of the 
old Vatican tie-up with the Hapsburg 
monarchy and was obligatory in all 
countries of the Austro-Hungarian 
empire. A Catholic holding a govern- 
ment job or a position of importance 
would naturally hesitate to report to 
the State that he was becoming a 
Protestant. 


The second change is one that 
Americans should note. It is a pro- 
vision opposed to the signing of pre- 
nuptial contracts by the parties to a 
mixed marriage that all children of 
the marriage must be baptized and ed- 
ucated as Roman Catholics. 


In drawing up this new constitu- 
tion for Hungary, the issue of the 
teaching of religion in the public 
schools and the payment of subsidies 
to the Churches (amounting at pres- 
ent to about $8,000,000 a year) will 
be acted on. Even the Catholic Regis- 
ter [June 26} does not expect that 
these subsidies will be cancelled or 
that the teaching of religion will be 
abolished from the curricula of the 
State schools. For Hungary, it must be 
remembered, is still a predominantly 
Roman Catholic country.

iG YOU ASK your Roman Catholic 
neighbor what he actually believes, he 
will probably refer you to the Catholic 
Catechism. If he is a youngster who has 
just been confirmed, he may even try to 
recite it by heart. In any case he will be 
able to give a reasonable account of the 
principal tenets of his Church. Or a Cath- 
olic may use the escapism by professing 
“to hold what Mother Church holds; and 
to reject what she rejects.” 

The vast extent of Roman doctrine 
makes this escapism necessary. The Cate- 
chism itself is not too big; it can be mem- 
orized, and often forgotten. But the Cate- 
chism is only a primer. The body of coun- 
ciliary and papal definitions would fill 
many library shelves. Even when boiled 
down it is still so bulky that professional 
theologians themselves are forced to give 
blind endorsement to many articles on 


which they are not able to make up theit 
minds. In the maze of definitions and 
ordinances of the Roman Church, human 
constructions outnumber by far the orig 
inal features of the simple Gospel of 
Christ, and men, no matter how pure their 
intentions, are apt to err and to deceive. 
Shall we, then, follow them unquestion- 
ingly ? 

An evangelically-minded Frenchman of 
the sixteenth century, Lefévre d’Etaples, to 
whom both Luther and Calvin were much 
indebted, put it this way: “The Gospel of 
Christ is light of pure light. Whatever men 
add to it, cannot but obscure it.’ Theole 
gians would do well to remember this, not 
only Roman Catholic theologians, but 
Eastern Orthodox and Protestants as well.

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a poor show if requested offhand, say, by 
Roman Catholics, to outline their personal 
beliefs. 

It should not be that way. We are at 
liberty to choose a long creed or a short 
eed, but we cannot be dispensed from 
knowing what we believe, and to know it 
personally. We can be as informal as we 
wait, but everything is not “just the 
same.” Christianity is mot a vague teach- 
ing. It is something terribly precise. It is 
dearly stated for us in Scripture with the 
guaranty of the Holy Spirit behind it. And 
it is simple enough. It all amounts to this: 

1. Man is in a muddle, confused about 

his aims, and reproached by his own 
conscience for not living up to his 
own ideals, not to speak of God’s 
ideals ; 

. God has disclosed His own plan for 
the redemption and restoration of 
fallen man; 

. This plan was fulfilled by Christ, 
whom men have crucified, and whom 
God has raised from the dead, in 
order that man may find in Him for- 
giveness and a new life, provided 
only that they trast in Him. Only and 
trust are printed in italics, because 
there is no other condition set by 
God. It is on this faith that the true 
Church of Christ abides, and shall 
abide forever. 

This is what we mean when we recite 
the Apostles’ Creed, and when we declare 
that “we accept Jesus Christ as our person- 
al Lord and Saviour.” We do not need 
More than this as a confession of faith, 
provided we really mean it, stand by it, 
and live up to it. 

In such a short statement everything 
counts. Jesus is Lord and Saviour, but we 
Must beware of one-sided representations 
of Christ. If we exalt Him merely as a 
moral leader, we reduce our Christian faith 
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to just another recipe for good living, not 
very successful at that, since the risks of 
wars and other problems are still with us. 


If we make Him just a prophet and 
teacher about the world to come, and for- 
get that God has entrusted us with a de- 
finite responsibility toward the society of 
which we are a part, then the Commun- 
ists will be justified in charging us with 
dispensing to suffering people an unwant- 
ed opiate. 


But put both things together: Christian 
living in this world and assured glory to 
come; then you have the proper perspec- 
tive of Christianity. 


* * * 


In this perspective, all things are clearly 
seen and find their appointed places. This 
does not mear that we should be able to 
give a full account of everything in God’s 
plan for us. Obviously we cannot. God's 
will, and God's purpose, are involved, and 
who would dare to say that he fully under- 
stands God's will or God’s purpose? 


Thus our creed leaves many things un- 
explained. We must reconcile ourselves to 
the fact that Christianity cannot be re- 
duced to the proportions of a well-rounded 
system of philosophy. St. Paul reminds us 
that the Gospel is “foolishness” to the 
wise ones of the world. An irate corre- 
spondent wrote to me recently that Scrip- 
ture is 80% nonsensical. He is right if 
each point of the Gospel message must be 
conclusively established by human reason- 
ing. 

Another correspondent of mine felt 
shaken in his Protestant convictions after 
he had read some Roman Catholic tracts 
which had “all the answers.” That is pre- 
cisely what should have made him reject 
them. The tracts did not have all the an- 
swers. They simply seemed to have them. 
Roman Catholic apologists are very clever 
in reasoning out their doctrines—according 
to preconceived conclusions. No wonder, 
then, that they can solve them so brilliant- 
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ly! Doctrines founded on man-made tradi- 
tions should not be too difficult to explain. 

The key mysteries of Christianity—the 
Trinity, the God-man, God’s eternal pro- 
vidence in its relation to human freedom, 
the origin and nature of evil, and the like 
—are not commensurate with human rea- 
son. Any attempt at rationalizing them is 
doomed. Unfortunately this was not always 
remembered, neither in Rome, nor in Gen- 
eva. 

Hence, the danger is ever present of mis- 
taking sophistic human explanations for 
God’s living truth, which is-to be received, 
not to be explained, and still less, not to 
be explained away. 


* * * 


Roman Catholics fear the informality of 
our creed. They consider it too simple, too 
much a matter of arbitrary choice. Our 
answer is that the choice. is not really our 
choice, since we are moved to the choice 
both by the evidence of Scripture and by 
inner spiritual insight. But this does not 
convince them. For if, they say, we are all 
moved by the same Spirit, why so many de- 
nominational differences? 

Their objection is strong. I would feel 
better if Protestants agreed more, and on 
more things. But Roman theologians also 
are divided. There has been an old feud 
going on for centuries between the Dom-

inicans and the Jesuits. Many popes com 
manded them to bury the hatchet 
without success. 

Roman Catholics overrate our division 
in doctrinal matters. In many instances ou 
differences have no bearing on the act 
teachings of Christ, but concern the more 
or less appropriate explanations which % 
are so eager to volunteer. We all believe 
for instance, that Jesus commanded us t 
break bread in His name, rememberiny 
His broken body. Sitting at His table, w 
enjoy His presence and have part in 
sacrifice. But here we start debating’ the 
manner of the presence, how it works, and, 
naturally, we disagree. i 

I wonder whether a complete uniform 
ty among men, when dealing with 
unseen,” is possible, or even coal 
the supreme task of Christian faith wer 
to build up a system of religious thought, 
we would be in a dilemma. We would have 
to leave it to a dictator to say if we would 
pass or flunk, as in an examination. Tha 
a theological degree of the right brand 
would be the only passport to heaven. 

But it is not so. Our aim is not com 
formism within denominational bounds 
ries. We want to live, in fellowship with 
all the living. It matters not whether ou 
creed is long or short. But we must tum 
to the Christ of the Gospel, for He is the 
only source of life and righteousness.

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Pope Changes 
Mixed Marriage Law. 


\ 


OR THE FIRST TIME SINCE the 

new code of Roman Catholic can- 
on law went into effect in 1918, the 
pope has deleted a portion of one of 
the canons. This canon concerns mixed 
marriages and should be of interest to 
all Protestants. 


In a decree dated August 1, 1948, 
Pope Pius XII ordered a part of the 
second paragraph of Canon 1099 ke 
stricken from Roman Catholic legisla- 
tion, to be effective January 1, 1949. 
This Canon 1099 lists those who are 
exempt from the obligation of con- 
tracting marriage before a priest or a 
bishop, according to the Roman Cath- 
olic Church’s regulations. As previous- 
ly laid down in the canon law, a per- 
son born of Protestant parents, bap- 
tized in a Roman Catholic Church, and 
who subsequently was converted back 
to Protestantism, was not bound to 
observe the Catholic form of marriage. 
Now, from the first of this year, such a 
etson is obliged to be married only by 
#Roman Catholic priest.

Protestant 
marriage, in other words, is valid by 
special permission and favor of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. This permission 
is withheld from a Protestant and a 
Catholic couple who get married be- 
fore a Protestant minister. If they do 
so, their marriage is counted unlawful 
and sinful by the Roman Catholic 
Church. 


This change in Canon 1099 means 
that if a child of Protestant parents is 
by some chance baptized by a Roman 
Catholic priest, and if he is brought up 
a Protestant afterwards, he cannot be 
married by a Protestant minister, 
whether he marries a Protestant or a 
Catholic, but must be married before 
a Roman Catholic priest according to 
the regulations of the Roman Catholic 
Church.

HE SPELLMAN-ROOSEVELT INCI- 

DENT added new evidence to the 
fact that the Catholic hierarchy will smear 
the character of any person standing in the 
way of its Catholic Action program of 
forcing Catholic legislation upon this great 
Protestant country.

But by the defin- 
ition, which is the very soul of 

Catholicism, religion must be for
